by Diſcharge, Caſs, Annul, and make void, 'the aforeſaid Power, 
heretofore exerciſed by any Patron, of preſenting Miniſters to any 
Kirk now Vacant, or that ſhall hereafter happen to Vaik within this 
Kingdom, with all exerciſe of the ſaid Power : And alſo all Rights, 
Gifts and -Infeftments, Afts, Starmes, and Cuſtoms, in fo far as they 
may be extended, or underſtood, to eſtabliſh the faid- Right of Pre- 
ſentation ; but prejudice always, of ſach Miniſters as are duly entred 
by the forefaid Preſentations (while in uſe) their Right to the Manſe, 
Gleib, Benefice, Stipend, and other Profits, of their reſpeQtive Church- 
es, as accords: And but prejudice to the Patrons, of their right to im- 
ploy the vacant Stipends, on pious uſes, within the reſpe&tive Paro- 
ches, except where the Patron is Popiſh, in whick caſe he is to imploy 
the ſame on pious uſes, by the advice and appointment of the Presby- 
zery ; and in caſe the Patron ſhall fail in acying the vacant Stipend 
for the uſes foreſaid, that he ſhall loſe his right of Adtminiſtration of 
the vacant Stipend, for that and the next vacancy, and the fame ſhall 
be diſpoſed on by the age" to the uſes forefaid ; Excepting al- 
ways the vacand Stipends, within the bounds of the Synod of Argile :
